Prisoners, 43 Tanks Lost

HELSINKI, Jan. 8—The

GLEICHEN, Allta., Jan. 8—One 
man is dead, and another lies 
critically ill in hospital as a result 
of carbon monoxide poisoning 
early yesterday morning. 

Arthur Teal of Duchess, was 
found in the cab of his truck, and 
his brother Alfred was found un- 
conscious in the automobile which 
was parked at the side of the road 
three miles north of Gleichen. 

Escaping gas fumes from a dis- 
connected manifold was believed to 
have caused the tragedy. They were 
found by John Connolly, a resident 
of Saskatchewan, who was proceed- 
ing to Calgary. 

Artificial respiration revived Al- 
fred, and he was rushed to the 
Bassano hospital. 


BLAZE DESTROYS

GOLDFIELDS, Jan. 8.—Fire of 
unknown origin claimed the home 
and household effects of Ray Salis- 
bury New Year's night. Mrs. Salis- 
bury and eight-year-old son were 
at the Roxy theatre and Mr. Salis- 
bury was down town, A fire had 
been left in the kitchen stove. 
Salisbury returned home about 10 
p.m, and as he opened the front 
door of his cabin a cloud of smoke 
drove him back. As the draught of 
air hit the smoldering interior a 
back window blew out and the 
whole building burst into flames. 
The cabin was a complete loss. 

There was a small amount of in- 
surance on building and contents 
but, due to the fact that an adjust- 
er’s expenses to and from the min- 
ing town would exceed $200, no 
claim will be made, The loss is 
placed at $700. 


600 Polish Jews 
Marooned Aboard 
Ice-Locked Ships

BUCHAREST, Rumania, Jan, 8.—- 
Six hundred Polish Jews, marooned 
when Turkish authorities refused 10 
permit Turkish ships to take them 
to Palestine, were isolated from aid 
and facing starvation and freezing 
today. 

The refugees are aboard ships 
locked in the frozen waters of the 
Danube river. Their food supply 
is running low and they cannot be 
reached without an ice-breaker, It 
was not known whether any have 
died. 


Germans Are 
Accustomed To

On the face of it the summary dismis- 
sal of Hore-Belisha—for that is evidently 
what it amounts to—looks like a blunder. 
And if it is a blunder it is a serious one. 
There is a maxim that it is bad business to 
trade horses while crossing a stream, That 
must be particularly so when the horse in 
hand is getting along well and the other is 
wholly inexperienced in fording. Mr. 
Chamberlain has exchanged a war min- 
ister whose fitness for the post has not 
been publicly questioned for one who has 
yet to show what he can do. 

In the absence of information, there 
can be nothing but speculation as to the 
reason for the change, and the less specu- 
lating is done in the circumstances the bet- 
ter.

Head Of The Works 

It is to be said for Herr Goering that 
he is a Mussolini for administrative jobs. 
To his former collection of responsibilities 
he has added that of saying what a citizen 
of the Reich is to eat, what he may wear, 
what he is to work at and how hard, and 
how much money he may save. So far as 
known abroad Joseph is now head of the 
four-year plan, head of the council of de- 
fence, commander-in-chief, air minister, 
and distributor of rations. He must be 
running Benito a good second for the job- 
holder's record. 

If Hitler isn’t trying to rush the man 
off his feet and discredit him, he is cer- 
tainly giving Goering a grand chance to 
show that he can run the Reich; a chance 
even to show that he could run it without 
Adolf, who by the process of elimination 
seems to have left himself nothing much 
to do but pose and stir up trouble abroad 
—of which there is plenty on hand already. 

One of these days it may occur to the 
hard-working Goering that since he has 
to pull nine-tenths of the load he might as 
well add Fuehrer to his other titles and 
take the kudos along with the kicks. Un- 
less Adolf happens to think of it first, 
that is fairly likely to occur. 


Get It On The List 


Kamloops Liberals adopted a resolu- 
tion urging the federal and British Colum- 
bia Governments to start construction of 
the long-mooted highway from Blue River 
to Jasper; thus connecting Edmonton and 
the northern prairie country with Van- 
couver by direct route, opening up a west- 
ern inlet to the famous park, and provid- 
ing an alternative way through the moun- 
tains for motorists from eastern Canada 
and the United States. 

That is now the only unbridged gap in 
the northern trans-mountain route. Jas- 
per is reachable from points east and 
south, but there the cross-mountain road 
ends, It is said 50 or 60 miles of construc- 
tion would connect Jasper with Blue River, 
thence with the Trans-Canada and all 
points east and west. While construction 
would be expensive the cost would be only 
a fraction of the expenditure on the Banff- 
Jasper highway or the Big Bend section of 
the Trans-Canada, 

It is an absurd situation, as well as 
unjust to the places and sections directly 
interested and a hindrance to tourist traf- 
fic, that this gay has not been closed. 

There probably is little prospect that 
money will be voted for the purpose in 
war time. It is not the less desirable that 
every community and organization favor- 
able to the project should put itself on 
record, and thus help to keep this long- 
neglected undertaking to the fore. The 
Jasper-Blue River highway should be first 
on the list of tourist-highway extensions 
when the war strain eases and money can 
again be devoted to such purposes. 


A Spring Offensive? 

Lord Lothian, British ambassador at 
Washington, says it is expected in Allied 
circles that Germany will launch a fur- 
jous offensive against Britain and France,

by land, sea and air, when spring comes. 
This, he says, would be in keeping With the 
German tradition that war should always 
be carried to the enemy—and fought in 
his country. 

What may influence the Fuchrer still 
more—since he cares little for German 
tradition in other matters—is that a pro- 
longed stalemate would spell disaster to 
him. No news from the front is good news 
from the Allied standpoint, because time 
is on their side. Their strength is grow- 
ing as the days pass. The Nazi power is 
at its peak, if the peak has not already 
passed. : 

Things cannot be going verye well in 
the Nazi economics department since 
Goering has had to take on the job of per- 
sonally bossing the industrial works. 
There is nothing in the whole situation to 
encourage Hitler to hope his prospects 
would be better if he held his blow until 
next fall or the following spring. 

In one respect at least Berlin can hard- 
ly hope that the Bismark tradition will re- 
peat, whenever the blow is launched. The 
fighting this time will not all be in enemy 
country. Germany will get a close-up of 
war, from the stand-point of the country 
invaded. The achievements of the Allied 
airmen cannot leave doubts even in the 
Hitler mind on that point. Perhaps this 
certainty will cause some of his saner ad- 
visers to insist that he forbid the civilian 
bombings which featured the brutal at- 
tack on Poland.

It is getting harder for European 
neutrals to tell by looking at the dinner 
table that they are not on war rations.

In a closely reasoned editorial the Vancouver 
Province laments the probable calling of the 
federal] election this year. It points out that had 
it not been for the fear of war last summer, we 
likely would have had the contest then, as Rt. 
Hon. Mr. Mackenzie King is a staunch believer 
in 
any government in normal 
times. Why, then, the Van- 
couver paper asks, should an 
election be held when the war actually has 
broken out? Why loose a flood of partisan passion 
over the country when Canada needs above 
everything else men of trained judgment and 
sober counsel to direct her affairs? This looks 
like a remarkable tribute to the Liberal govern- 
ment at Ottawa from the leading Conservative 
paper of Western Canada. 

But there is something the Vancouver editor 
has forgotten. An election was not called last 
year because Mr. King said war might break out 
at any moment and he wanted parliament to 
convene at the shortest possible notice to deter- 
mine Canada’s war policy. That could not be 
done if war began while the nation was in the 
throes of an election contest, The situation now 
is different. The war policy has already been 
formulated and there is smal] fear that the suc- 
cessful prosecution of the war will be injured by 
a short election campaign conducted with the 
sobriety needed in war-time. Since the time for 
campaigning will be short, and since, judging by 
the Vancouver Province editorial, there is no 
excuse for partisan clamour against government 
policy on the war, the election will serve rather 
to inform the public of what should be done than 
to prevent the government from doing it. 

The Vancouver Province did a good day’s 
work when it tried to throw party politics out of 
the window during the war. It would be nothing 
short of a scandal if politicians in the coming 
election sought to make capital for their party 
out of the present emergency.

gering statistics which should lay 
the ghost of this allegation for ever. By the time 
the state has ceased to take money from the 
wealthy classes, to sustainy the nation’s war 
effort, they have only a shrunken portion of their 
income left for their own use and enjoyment. 

There are some 10,000 people in the British 
Isles with an annual income of 10,000 pounds or 
more, Sir John Simon said. Their aggregate in- 
come is about 180,000,000 pounds of whicn all 
but 60,000,000 pounds is taken away in taxation. 
If every penny the rich owned were handed over 
to the government, it would meet the costs of 
war, at the present rate, for no more than a 
week or ten days. 

If death duties are added to income-tax and 
super tax charges, a total of 160,000,000 pounds 
a year is taken from those with an aggregate 
income of 180,000,000 pounds. Britain doesn’t 
need Socialism in order to soak the rich.

When, as in the case of the American repub- 
lics, an entirely new doctrine has been launched, 
which has no precedent in international law, 
and the enforcement of which would seriously 
interfere with one or both sides in the war, it 
cannot be expected that the belligerents will 
acquiesce unquestioningly and obediently.—New 
York Herald Tribune. 


The Lumber Question 

Premier Pattullo has thrown his weight into 
the problem of British Columbia’s chief indus- 
try—the stoppage of lumber shipments from 
here to Britain, Without reéervation, Mr. Pat- 
tullo assured leaders of the industry at Victoria 
Friday that he would ask the federal govern- 
ment, in the name of British Columbia as a 
whole, to break the stalemate which prevents 
our lumber from crossing Canada by rail during 
the present shortage of ships. 

The premier is quite right in making this a 
matter of urgent government business, for it has 
become something much more than the difficulty 
of a single industry, It is a matter of bread and 
butter to thousands of workers in woods and 
mills and, indirectly, to every British Colum- 
bian. 

The lumber industry of British Columbia is 
no smal] thing in the economy of Canada, and 
through its income we British Columbians large- 
ly purchase our enormous importations of East- 
ern Canadian goods. Thus the threatened shut- 
down of the industry is a grave national pro- 
blem. 

The difficulty, as explained to Mr. Pattullo 
by the lumber industry, lies between the freight 
rate of 82 cents per hundredweight asked by the 
railways and the 50 cents offered by the British 
importing authorities. The crux of the problem 
seems to be that the British importers fee] that 
the Canadian railways are trying to hold them 
up.—Vancouver Sun. 


At the Crossroads 


For these reasons, it is imperative that we take 
stock of our present assew: particularly that we 
ascertain whether we are strong enough and 
united enough to force the capital and the 
migrants which will comé here to adapt them- 
selves to our Canadian way of living, or whether 
we are to be swept away into a new world which 
will have nothing in common with the Canada 
we know now. Let us not fool ourselves. We 
have voluntarily become the workshop of the 
Allies. Merely by doing so we have given rise 
to the greatest industrial, financial and commer- 
cial revolution in all our history. The Canada of 
today is already no longer the Canada of the 
month of July, 1939; and the Canada of tomorrow 
will he—what? There is going on now in Europe 
a death-struggle between the Capitalist-Demo- 
cratic-Christian system and the champions of 
what the revolutionaries call “The World of the 
Future.” Canada, which of its own free will has 
just stationed itself at the crossroads, must on 
that account necessarily suffer the full conse- 
quences of the war. If the Berlin-Moscow 
alliance wins, we shall be called upon to live in 
an entirely new atmosphere. Even if our Allies 
get the upper hand, they will emerge from the 
holocaust with their social, political and economic 
organizations fundamentally altered. The old 
system of “laissez-faire,” as we know it, will be 
gone for generations, if not for centuries—unless 
it can find on North American soil an asylum 
in which to transform itself thoroughly enough 
to resist the assaults of a Europe in ruins and 
an Asia in full process of rebirth. Are we strong 
enough and united enough to force those who will 
come to us to fit themselves into Canadian life?

Today's article will deal with 
some of the symptoms which com- 
monly go with what are called di- 
gestive disorders. In writing this 
article I do not intend that readers 
attempt to diagnose themselves, but 
merely intend to help you to a bet- 
ter understanding of what certain 
symptoms may mean, When you 
wish a diagnosis, I suggest that you 
go to your physician for examin- 
ation. 

Pain in the stomach is a symptom 
commonly mentioned. A pain in 
the pit of the stomach may be due 


to inflammation or may be due to} 
trouble in the gall bladder. When| 


pain persistently comes, a differ- 
ential diagnosis may sometimes be 
made by taking baking soda in a 
little warm water. This will often 


relieve a pain in the stomach due} 


to gastric irritation but seldom has 
any effect in relieving the symp- 
tom when due to a gall bladder dis- 
turbance. 

The soda and water usually re- 
lieve pain by temporarily counter- 
acting an over-acidity which may 


exist, or by so distending the stom- | 


ach that the irritated walls do not 
rub on each other

or eating too often. 

Vomiting is the most dramatic of 
the usual stomach symptoms. It may 
be due to acute indigestion follow- 
ing upon an unwise selection of 
food, or may be due to what is call- 
led a bilious attack. It may be the 
result of ulcer, or may appear in the 
patient with gall stones. Emotional 
upsets in the patient with any 
| tendency to nervousness, may in- 
duce vomiting. id 

If vomiting appears only once in 
a long time, and may be directly 
traced to eating foolishly, it gener- 
ally does not mean very much. But 
if it is persistent, the cause should 
be looked for. 
| A gnawing feeling, or a feeling of 
| being hungry soon after eating, is 
most frequently due to hyperacidity 
of the stomach. The adoption of bet- 
ter habits of eating will often cause 

this particular symptom to disap- 
| pear.

The rapidity with which the better 
schools of fashion modelling turn 
ugly ducklings into lovely swans— 
the kind that model clothes in Fifth 
Avenue shops or pose for magazine 
covers—is proof enough that it's 
quite possible for any woman to 
improve her appearance more than 
just considerably. 

Even though it is quite out of the 
question for Mrs. Average Woman 
to devote eight hours a day for five 
or six weeks to making herself over, 
the fact that the modelling schools 
are able to do so much in such a 
short space of time certainly should 
be encouraging. 

When a student enters a typical 
model school, she is photographed 
immediately from every angle, 
seated as well as standing. With 
the finished pictures in front of 
her, she then is encouraged to dis- 
cuss her defects with a competent 
instructor. 


BAD POSTURE 
Is NO. 1 FAULT

well-known western newspaper- 
man and president of McDermid 
Studios Ltd., who passed away at 
his home here at the week-end at 
the age of 67 years 


NEWS EDITOR, 


DIES IN CITY 


One of Canada’s outstanding 
newspapermen for many years 
and widely known for his “om- 
munity service efforts, C. R. Mor- 
rison, president of McDermid Stu- 


dios, Ltd., died et his home here 
Saturday night after a long ill- 
ness. He was 67 years of age. 
Until stricken with the ailment 
which caused death, he was vigorous 
and active in his many callings. For 
19 years he occupied a prominent 
place in Edmonton newspaper work 
and for the last 10 years had been 
president of McDermid Studios. 


INDOMITABLE SPIRIT 


Of unfailing good humor, pos- 
eessed of an indomitable spirit of 
optimism and a desire to see the 
community progress, his faith in 
this city and its future was un- 
bounded and anything that was for 
Edmonton's benefit drew unwaver- 
ing support from him. 

Mr. Morrison was born at Edin- 
burgh, Scot., March 7, 1872, As a 
young man he crossed the Atlantic 
to seek his fortune in the new 
world. 

He worked in New York and 
Toronto and then feeling the urge 
to go west, travelled across the 
continent and for a time was en- 
gaged in activities at Spokane and 
San Francisco. After a period in 
San Francisco, during which he 
won an enviable reputation as an 
outstanding newspaperman, both 
as an executive and as a writer, he 
came to this city. 


In 1910 he was appointed manag- 
ing-editor of The Edmonton Jour- 
nal. He remained in his post as 
managing editor of The Journal un- 
til 1929, when he resigned to take 
over the presidency of the McDer- 
mid Studios in February, 1929 

While at the Journal he lent sup- 
port to many worthwhile activities. 


COMMUNITY WORK 

He found time for outside com- 
munity effort. He was a* member 
of the Champer of Commerce and 
the Rotary Club, of which he was 
a past president. None of the many 
Rotary Minstrel Shows were com- 
plete without him as either inter- 
locutor or end man. The seriousness 
of business was forgotten when he 
became a genial “Bones” or “Tam- 
bo.” 

Mr. Morrison is survived by his 
wife, three daughters, Mrs. W. H. 
Power, Mrs. H. C. Hodgson and 
Mrs, B. C. Hollingshead, all of this 
city; and one brother, A. J. Morri- 
son, of San Francisco, 

The funeral will be held at 3 p.m. 
Wednesday from Andrews’ funeral 
chapel to the Edmonton cemetery. 
Rev. Capt. Pearson will be in 
charge, In addition to the regular 
service, a special service will be 
conducted by Ivanhoe Lodge, A.F.

Mr. Graydon opened his own drug 
store in Edmonton in 1894. Prior to 
that he was affiliated with the drug 
firm of Martin, Bole, Wynne and 
Co, in Winnipeg for two years. 
During the years 1886-1891 he was 
a member of the original North 
West Mounted Police. A native of 
St. Catharines, Ont. where he was 
born in 1858, he graduated from the 
Ontario College of Pharmacy in 
1876. He came west in 1886 with 
the Mounted Police, and after serv- 
ing out his enlistment with that 
force went to Winnipeg. 

He married Rosetta Asprey in 
Winnipeg in 1892, He is survived 
by his wife; one son, William Phil- 
lipps Graydon, of Ottawa, Ont.; one 
sister, Miss Grace M. Graydon of 
St. Catharines, and two brothers, 
Frederick N. Graydon of Seattle, 
Wash.,, and John Merritt of St. Cath.
